In the Articles of Agreement between the Lords Proprietors 
of Carolina and Major William Yeamans "for and on the 
behalf e of S r Jn° Yeamans Barr his father," himself and 
eighty-three others, "Adventur™ to and Setters of some part of 
ye Province aforesaid" it was specified: 

That the Cheife Registers or Secrytarys which wee have choosen or shall 
chuse wee fayling that hee shall Chuse shall Keepe exact enteryes in faire 
bookes of all publicke affares of ye said Countyes and to avoyde deceipts and 
Law Suites shall record and enter all Grants of Land from the Lords to the 
Planter and all Conveyances of Land howse or howses from man to man 
As also, all Leases of Land house or howses made or to bee made by the 
Landlord to any tennant for more than one year which Conveyance or Lease 
shalbe first acknowledged by the Granto* or Leasso* or proved by the Oath of 
two witnesses to ye Conveyance or Lease before the Governor or some Cheife 
Judge of a Court for the time being whoe shall under his hand upon the 
backside of ye said deede or Lease attest the acknowledgement or proofe as 
afores* which shalbe a warrant for ye Registers to record the same which 
Conveyance or Lease soe recorded shalbe good & effectual in Law notwith- 
standing any other Conveyance deed or Lease for the said Land howse or 
howses or for any part thereof although dated before .the Conveyance Deede 
or Lease recorded as aforesaid. (Collections S. C. Historical Society, V, 34.) 

The volume here printed is the earliest volume of records of 
the nature set forth above that has been preserved. Through the 
vicissitudes of time, the ill effects of storms, earthquakes and 
wars and the careless handling of people it has ceased to be a 
compact volume and is now but so many loose leaves, making the 
preservation of the original pagination a matter of much uncer- 
tainty. It has therefore been deemed advisable to print it before 
it deteriorates any further.

His commission reads: "Wee doe hereby constitute and appoint you (during our 
pleasure) Governor of our County of Clarendon near Cape Faire and of all that tract of 
ground which lyeth southerly as farr as the River S* Mathias which bordereth upon the 
coast of Florida within 81. degrees northerne lattitude and soe west as farr as the south 
Seas as alsoe all Islands and Islets Rivers and Seas within the said bounds and our said 
Province of Carolina." The commission was dated January 11, 1664/5. Sir John soon re- 
paired to the Cape Fear settlement [Charles Town], but meeting with misfortune by the 
wrecking of one of his vessels in getting into the harbor and finding difficulty in procuring 
supplies for the settlers he left the settlement in charge of Robert Sandford, the Secretary 
of the Province, and returned to Barbadoes.
